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MINING ROYALTIES AND RENTS IN 
THE BRITISH EMPIRE 

INTRODUCTION 

As a result of the many inquiries received at \anotis times by the 
Mmeral Resources Department of tlie Imperial Institute for informa- 
tion ■aith reference to mmeral roj allies, the Advisory Council on 
Mmerals decided that a useful purpose would bo served by collecting, 
in a form suitable for reference, all available details regarding the 
rojalties, export duties and mining rents in force m the British 
Dominions Colonies and Dependencies, as well ns m certain Man- 
dated Territories and the Anglo Egyptian Sudan 
Accordingly, a comprehensive questionnaire, prepared at the 
Imperial Institute, was circulated to Government Departments in 
British countries interested in mineral production, and to the 
Corresponding Members of the Institute From the large amount of 
information thus obtained and that already a\ ailablc at the Institute, 
statements m the form given in Part I were compiled, and were in 
most cases subsequently submitted for approval and amendment 
when necessary to those who had replied to the questionnaire In 
all, about seventy fu e oflicers of Overseas Gov eminent Departments 
rendered valuable assistance in this manner Information regard- 
ing rojalties pajable on Great Britain was obtained mainly from 
mining companies and owners of rojalty rights In Part II the 
information as to rojaltios and export duties has been summarized 
and tabulated under certain mineral and metal groups 


The subject-matter in Part I includes under each country (a) owner- 
ship, (6) amount of rojalties and their assessment, (c) export duties, 
(d) rents under mining leases, (e) period and renew al of mining leases 

(a) OwTtership This subject has been dealt with bnefly m an 
introductorj* statement to each countrj and an indication given 
where possible whether the ownership of mineral rights vests m the 
Government or in private persons 
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of the deductions allowable from the gross profits in order to arrive 
at the taxable portion Charges which arc in the nature of a tax on 
production such as a gold premium tax, have been included wherever 
possible In dealing with most countries no reference has been made 
to quarry products, such as clay, granite, or roadstone, as the working 
of these is often not subject to Mining Ordinances or Regulations 

(c) Export dutxes In some countries, m addition to royalties, 
export duties are levied on minerals, while in others no royalty but 
only an export duty is operative As such export duties constitute 
a charge on the industry, it is convenient to include them m this 
survej An indication is also given of those cases u here preference, 
in the form of lov er export duties, is gw en to minerals intended for 
smelting in British countries In order to economize space the 
heading “ Export Duties ” has been omitted except in those countries 
V. hero such duties are levied 

(d) Rents under mining leases For reasons of economy, in the 
majority of cases onlj the dead rent (also termed minimum, fixed or 
ccrtnm rent) is quoted and no reference is made to the rates charged for 
surface rent avatcr rights or wayleaves Information is also given 
ivhere rent is merged into royalties No reference is made to allow 
anccs for^ short ^^o^king ” except m the sections devoted to the 
United ICingdom and British Guiana, as the replies to the Insti- 
tute s questionnaire show that this concession is rarely made in the 
Dommions and Colonies 

(fi) Period and renenal of mining leases In this section an en- 
deaa our has been made to state the length of the first term and of any 
subsequent renewals of the lease, and also to mdicatc whether a 
lessee ^\lIo has complied with the covenants of Ins lease has the right 
to one or more renewals and, if so, upon what terms

Some Governments help and encourage the small scale operator 
by exempting small outputs of many minerals from rojnlties or by 
reducing tho rate. In one case in the United Kingdom tho lessor 
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of a lead ore deposit charges not more than one fourth of the 
stipulated royalty in years when no divisible profit is made 
Mines in the Federated Malay States may obtam remission of the 
M hole or part of the export duty on their mineral output if they can 
show that their ore is expensue to win refractory or of veiy low 
grade 

Particular attention may be drawTi to system (c) the substitution 
of a tax on profits of a mining undertaking for a royalty on out 
put a method which has been adopted by various Empire govern 
ments notably Canada and the Union of South Africa In the case 
of the Union of South Africa it has not yet been possible to consoh 
date the mining law for the whole territory of tho Union but in 1910

A perusal of this brochure will induce in manj the reflection that 
the systems in force for the taxation of mineral production exhibit 
great varictj in dealing with dilTcrent local conditions The pohej 
adopted bj a Go\ eminent m determining its sjstcm of rojaltics is 
clearlj a consideration of much importance for n bad mining law 
maj retard a mining industrj just as n good one mnj foster it and 
not the least important part of a mining law m point of economic 
effect is that which deals with roj allies Most Goaernmcntal 
decisions on rojaltj policy m\ohc the reconciliation of a number 
of competing considerations In the first place an administrator 
aviahes to conscrac the mineral resources of his countrj a aaluablo 
national asset incapable of being renewed Secondly ho wants to 
raise roaenuo from its minerals but is aaaaro that mining enterprises 
are highlj speculatiae and that the inaesting public is entitled to 
expect a substantial share of the profit denacd from the enterprise 
m the ea ent of Its being successful Thirdly lie realizes that mineral 
products are essential to many other industries ond that a prosperous 
mining industrj bj reason of the population and the other industnes 
w Inch it attracts aa ill be a poas erful factor m the general development 
of the country Ho aaill therefore resist the temptation to fix 
roj allies too high because m so doing he will retard and may even 
defer for many jears the dcaelopmcnt not merely of a mining 
industry but of other industnes and sources of cmploj ment At the 
same time he aa ill tnl e care that the certain payments stipulated 
in the mining leases are adequate to secure that the property shall be 
dca eloped and not raerelj taken in lease to prevent development 
Bj balancing these and many other factors a Goaernment will 
ultimately evolve the mining policy aahich is best suited to its own 
conditions 
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reference should be made to Halsbury, “Laws of England, vol xx 
Mines, Minerals and Quarries,” but the following summary in regard 
to the Forest of Dean and Derbyshire may be of interest 
The w orking of coal and ironstone in the Forest of Dean district is 
regulated by the Dean Forest Mines Act, 1838 The minerals are 
virtually the property of “ free miners,” who must be bom m the 
Hundred of St Briavcls and have worked for a year and a day in a 
mme in the Forest , they have the right of priority of application to 
the grant of ‘ gales,” or areas of minerals for the purpose of mining, 
not exceeding three m number Gales vary in size from less than 100 
acres m shallow workings to 2,000 acres in the deepest A gale 
becomes the property of the galce in perpetuity, subject to a payment 
to the Crow n and to obsen anee of the rules and regulations contained 
m the Act of 1838 This payment is claimed in consideration of an 
ancient right possessed by the Crown to “ put in a fifth man ” to 
work for the profit of the Crown after a mme is opened The free 
miner has the right to refer the question of the amount of this payment 
to arbitration It is fixed for periods of twenty one years, at the end of 
which it IS open to revision by the Crown, subject to arbitration if the 
free miner or other person interested objects to the proposed revisions 
In the case of certain of the deeper areas the period of revision has 
been extended to sixty three years Free miners for the most part 
sell their rights, which arc usually acquired by companies by whom 
minerals are worked 

In Derb}slure the mining customs of tbo “King’s Field ” are 
unusual Anyone has the right of prospectmg and mining withoub 
paying any compensation to the surface owner, but subject to the 
control of the Barmastcr and payment of a royalty to the Duchy of 
Lancaster 


Amount of Royalties and their Assessment 
As stated above, only a small part of the minerals belongs to the 
Crown, so that usually the amounts to be paid as royalties, dead or 
certain rents, and the conditions of the lease, depend upon negotia- 
tions betw ecn the ow ners of the mmerals and those w ho desire to w ork 
them

Prom 
1918 to 1922 the range was from about 0 2-ld to 7 92d Tho yearly 
average royalty for tho ycors 1923 to 1925 was about 5 70d. 
per ton feincc 1925 tho averngo rate of royalty has declined to 
5 43d per ton raised m 1934 lienee there is little thffercnco botw eon 
tho rate of the average royalty paid today and tliat m force fifty 
years ago 

An analy sis of tho rates per ton paid for roy alties, w ayleavea, etc , 
during 1925 is gi\en in Apjicndix 18 to tho Report and shows for 
each of tho sev eral districts tho rates of roy olty chargeable (v arying 
from under 3d. to Is and over), together with tho amounts of coal

Rents under Mining Leases 

The dead rents paj'able in respect of State mining leases are agreed 
with lessees by the Minister for Industry and Commerce and the 
Minister for Finance. They normally range between £5 and £20 per 
annum and are not based solely' on area. 

It is provided that if the amount payable as royalty during any 
one j’oar exceeds the amount paid as dead rent on the mining lease 
for that year, the dead rent so paid may be deducted from .the sum 
payable as royalty. If in any year the royalty amounts to loss tlian 
the dead rent , no royalty is paj’able. Each year is treated separately, 
there being no carry-over from one year to another. 


Period and Renewal of Mining Leases 

The maximum period for which a State mining lease may bo 
granted is 99 years, and such lease is not renewable by the terms 
thereof. 

The terms and conditions of leases of non-Stato mines and minerals 
arc settled by private agreement. The Mines and Minerals Act, 
1931, however, confers power on the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce to grant mining and ancillary rights to persons who, in certain 
circumstances and for somo one or other of the reasons sot out in the 
Act, are unable to negotiate leases of such mining rights by private 
agreement. In such cases the Minister is nbo authorized to fix the 
terms and conditions on which tlio rights arc to bo exercised.
